Edmonton’s annual mid-summer fair 
will open on Monday next. It would per- 
haps be sanguine to hope that the “bigger 
and better” tradition can be maintained in 
every respect in a season when people are 
inclined to cut down unnecessary expenses 
and when a considerable proportion have 


no choice in the matter. Record-breaking 
crowds are hardly to be expected this year 
at any western falr 

But so far as the exhibition itself is 
concerned, it promises to be in keeping 
with former events, and worthy of the 
citv and the country it serves The entries 
are said to assure exhibits as numerous 
and competitions as keen in all depart- 
ments as in former years. The racing pro 
gram and the platform and midway at- 


will present the usual entertain- 
ment offering If retrenchment has been 
found to be essary, there is no sugges 
tion that it has been sought by curtailing 
the essential features of the exhibition 

The annual stampede and exhibition

Premier Bracken suggests that the 

pool elevators of the three prairie pro- 


vinces may be put under a single manage- 
ment, to reduce overhead expenses and as- 
uniformity of policy. Which indicates 


sure 
that it is the governments, not the pools, 
which are saying what is to be done with 
the elevators. Whether or not the pi ols 


are to be “liquidated,” it is evident that 
they are being told how their operations 
are to be carried on. 

Whether the management is unified or 
not, it seems fairly likely the pools will 
function this year in Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan as in Manitoba, as an open mar- 
ket agency, buying wheat outright from 
farmers and paying the going price at time 
of delivery. Growers in these two pro- 
vinees are hardly better situated than 
those in Manitoba to finance themselves 
without getting the full value of their 
grain when it is delivered. And in this 
case, aS in others, necessity will have to 
dictate the course 

Combining the three elevator systems 
under a single management would have 
one apparent advantage. Stronger pres- 
sure could thus be brought to bear upon 
the Dominion Government to provide 
whatever financial backing may be re- 
quired by the pools during the coming 
vear. It is to Ottawa, rather than to the 
provincial capitals, the pools should look 
for any further guarantees at the bank. 
The provinces have staked as much on 
these enterprises as they can safely risk. 
And as the wheat growing industry is one 
of great national importance it is as well 
entitled to federal assistance as other 
branches of productive industry. 


DEMANDING POLITICAL CONTROL 


The sub-committee of the special com- 
mittee of the House of Commons that has 
been inquiring into the salaries paid to of- 
ficials of the Canadian National Railways, 
and other details of like importance, is to 
issue a report telling Sir Henry Thornton 
how he ought to run that enterprise. The 
report, it is announced in advance, will be 
“critical but not harsh” in reference to the 
methods that have been hitherto employed, 
and will have the effect of putting the 
management of the National “on trial for 
a year” as to its willingness to accept light 
and leading from these self-appointed ex- 
perts 

It may be that Sir Henry will agree to 
shape his policy on the lines laid down by 
these authorities from the pastures 
of the eastern provinces. But for the sake 
of the National Railways and the public 
it is to be hoped that he won't. The coun- 
try has had experience of Government 
railways operated by politicians and of 
the same railways operated by railway- 
men. The result is to show that while 
Canada is a wealthy country with an un 
doubtedly great future, political manage- 


goose 


a better showing. 

In 1920 the man who shipped freight 
over the National lines paid one cent to 
have one ton hauled .86 miles. Last year 
for one cent in freight charges a ton was 
hauled 1.15 miles, 

With these tacts in mind, the public 
will hope thet the National system is to 
continue to bs operated by railwaymen, 
and not be brought again under political 
domination Whatever the methods 
adopted by Sir Henry and his associates, 
they have produced results; and results of 
the only kind the public can stand for in 
the management of this great national 
property. 

Ten years ago political control had put 
the National system into such disrepute 
that it could not have been given away. 
Today the system is an asset of undoubted 
value, which will resume its progress to- 
ward one hundred per cent value when- 
ever economic conditions take an upward 
turn. If the people of Canada are proper- 
ly alive to these facts, the political gentle- 
men who have undertaken to run the Na- 
tional are much more likely to wreck 
themselves.
